ABOTT ANCIENT TIPES. 


Con>idering that we are told that it 
win Sir Walter SULtlcigh who first 
brought over to this countcy that in¬ 
creasingly popular weed, tobacco, it ra¬ 
ther puzzle* uutuy people to know what 
might have been tho use of the many 
pipes of undoubted antiquity—some of 
them extending kick hundreds of yesr* 
before Sir Walter’s time--which are at

But it hos been proved beyond a doubt 
that our remote ancestors smelted hemp 
most commonly, and their pipes were, in 
general form, exactly like those of to¬ 
day. The writer once examined the de¬ 
bris of the huge wall of an ancient ab¬ 
bey which had fallen during a gale, aud 
amongst tho plaster and rubble. In the 
very centre of the wall,' were found sev¬ 
eral very qnaint pipes— these, like all 
Kimilar article* of old, being wholly of 
atone Wnd flint. 

Tho nn*n who dredge the Me dway and 
t£w ration?: of fhe Tha in e* often find 
Jnpo* of most curion* form. Th« so pipes 
are of coinpara lively recent date, and 
are of clay: and. through lying for year* 
amid tho black mud. they are as black 
a* ebony. By tho names deeply scratch¬ 
ed upon them, and thb roughly-carved 
designation* of old fighting vessels, they 
hare, evidently beett *bo ^-property of 
sailors belonging to fleets of past timra. 
Tho dredger* both smoke them and sell, 
them, and the writer has one which 
smoke* aploodidly.—Exchange.
